Man Injured during Arrest 


Collapses in Police Custody

On Thursday, May 27 at 3:45 
p.m. the Greenbelt Police Depart- 
ment issued the following press 
release: 

‘Death Investigation’’ 

“On May 26, 2010, at ap- 
proximately 4:23 A.M., officers 
responded to the 13 court of 
Hillside Road, Greenbelt, in an 
attempt to serve a criminal war- 
rant for assault against a family 
member. During the arrest, the 
suspect, who was reportedly un- 
der the influence of drugs, fought 
responding officers and was in- 
jured during the altercation. The 
suspect was transported by offi- 
cers to a local hospital for evalu- 
ation and was later discharged 
after being medically released by 
hospital staff. 

“The suspect was brought to 
the police station for process- 
ing related to the warrant, dur- 
ing which time the suspect col- 
lapsed and stopped breathing. 
Officers quickly administered 
rescue breathing and summoned 
an ambulance. The suspect was 


transported by ambulance back to 
the hospital, where he was later 
pronounced dead. 

“The individual is identified 
as Michael Bernhardt Mang, 42, 
of Greenbelt. The cause of death 
is still under investigation, which 
is being conducted by the Mary- 
land State Police. There is no 
further information available at 
this time.” 

That evening WUSA 9News 
Now broadcast a story about the 
incident which said in part that 
“A family member tells 9News 
Now police dragged Mang from a 
couch and beat him as his mother 
looked on.” 

As to Mang’s death, the WUSA 
story quoted police spokesperson 
Kelly Lawson as saying, “I be- 
lieve he was under the influence 
of some kind of drug.” 

In a subsequent story the fol- 
lowing day, WUSA reported that 
Mang had been “injured and 
bloodied in the confrontation and

Council Budget Hearing Held 


All seven members of the 
Greenbelt City Council were pres- 
ent for the May 24 regular meet- 
ing, where the agenda included 
several community presentations 
and the final public hearing on 
the city’s proposed Fiscal Year 
2011 budget. 

Budget Public Hearing 

Following presentations to and 
from residents the mayor recessed 
the council meeting to conduct 
a required public hearing related 
to the proposed FY11 budget for 
the City of Greenbelt. City Code 
requires a second public hearing 
by council and a public hearing is 
specifically required by the state 
on changes to the Constant Yield 
Tax Rate. 

The city manager’s proposed 
FY11 budget exceeds the “con- 
stant yield” rate as calculated by 
the most recent estimated real 
property assessable base which, for 
Greenbelt, increased 0.3 percent. 
Consequently if the city maintains 
the current property tax rate of 
$0.786 per $100 of assessment, 
real property tax revenues will 
increase by 0.3 percent, resulting 
in $49,621 of new real property 
tax revenues for the city. Under 
the constant yield rate formula, 
the real property tax rate would 
have to be reduced to $0.7836 to

yield the same amount as the prior 
year’s tax yield. 

Council stated it is consider- 
ing not reducing its property tax 
rate enough to offset the increas- 
ing assessments. Rather, council 
proposes to adopt an increased 
tax rate of $0.790 per $100 of as- 
sessed value. That proposed tax 
rate is higher than the constant 
yield rate and the current rate, 
and will generate $131,421 in ad- 
ditional property tax revenues. 

At the beginning of the public 
hearings Davis read from a memo 
to council dated May 11 that was 
prepared by the city manager at 
council’s request. The memo 
listed the numerous savings, re- 
ductions and cuts that were sug- 
gested and proffered by the sev- 
eral city departments during the 
preparation of the city manager’s 
proposed budget. The listing 
totals $824,200 in reductions that 
were used by the manager when 
he constructed his proposed FY11 
budget. Those reductions were 
part of the reason he congratulated 
his staff during council’s budget 
reviews for their efforts to “step 
up” and make the hard choices ne- 
cessitated by the economic down- 
turn. In some respects it is also 
the reason why council, following 
reviews conducted at their budget

worksessions, could only identify 
an additional $81,900 in cuts. 

Four residents were recognized 
to speak during the public hear- 
ings. William Orleans asked how 
owners of commercial proper- 
ties in Greenbelt seek and obtain 
“abatements” (reductions) in their 
tax bills. McLaughlin suggested 
Orleans turn to the State Assess- 
ments Office for answers. 

Forestway resident Stanley Ed- 
wards, a part-ttme employee of the 
Greenbelt Aquatic & Fitness Cen- 
ter, suggested maintenance steps, 
including power washing walls to 
remove moss build-up. 

Empirian Village resident Trina 
Coore asked about the proposed 
budget reduction for the Greenbelt 
Boys and Girls Club. This, mayor 
and other councilmembers replied, 
was recommended by the Parks 
& Recreation Advisory Board. 
Coore thanked council and the 
city for the support they receive. 

Lakeside resident David Lange 
in a general way expressed appre- 
ciation for the staff's and council’s 
work on the budget, recognizing 
the difficult choices that had to be 
made. At the close of the public 
hearings on the proposed budget, 
Davis made a formal announcement

Staff Peels Away Many Budget 
Requests, Saving Some $814,200 


By all accounts this has been 
an interesting budget cycle for 
Greenbelt’s city manager and 
council. In most past years it 
would be amazing to come up 
with a budget that is essentially 
flat and that proposes a tax 
rate increase of just under half 
a cent, considering the types 
and levels of services the city 
provides its residents and the 
effects on the city’s revenue 
streams from the sour economy 
and major reductions in the tra- 
ditional state-shared revenues on 
which the city has relied, such 
as its share of highway user 
revenues and state aid to police 
departments. It is like taking 
on a battle with one arm tied 
behind your back. 

As council reviewed City 
Manager Michael McLaughlin’s 
proposed budget, it became clear 
the budget he had crafted re- 
flected significant reductions and 
hold-the-line features he and his 
department heads had squeezed 
from dwindling city resources. 
At an earlier budget worksession 
Mayor Judith Davis had request- 
ed a list of savings identified 
during the budget development 
phase that were incorporated in

the proposed budget presented 
to council in early April. That 
list was prepared and transmitted 
to council in mid-May. Thus 
at the beginning of the final 
public hearing on the budget, 
Davis read the list, which totaled 
$814,200 worth of savings. A 
breakdown by the source of the 
savings/reductions/cuts is as fol- 
lows:

News Review Erred, 
GHI Not Vigilant 


[’'m afraid your May 27 article 
on the Greenbelt Homes, Inc. 
annual meeting contains several 
significant misstatements of fact. 

“President Suzette Agans in- 
formed the crowd that GHI had 
thwarted an employee’s attempt 
to embezzle $35,900. Despite 
a thorough vetting process, GHI 
had failed to uncover her prior 
criminal record out of state. An 
arrest 1S imminent; the money 
will be recovered, Agans assured 
the crowd.” 

Was that the press release? 

First, the embezzlement by an 
employee of the Finance Depart- 
ment was neither “thwarted” nor 
an “attempt.” The theft occurred. 
Future embezzlement was averted 
only because the alleged thief 
stopped coming to work after be- 
ing arrested for crimes elsewhere. 
In this regard, GHI vigilance did 
not enter into it. 

Second, there evidently was 
not “a thorough vetting process,” 
since the person’s criminal his- 
tory in-state and out-of-state went 
undetected. Online court records 
show related charges in Mary- 
land, including violence, going 
back over a decade. 

How did it come to pass 
that the name under which she 
worked and was likely paid by 
GHI (since reported as “Nina 
Lansdowne’’) is different than the 
actual, legal name under which 
she has been criminally charged/ 
indicted in Maryland and Virginia 
(“Deanna Marie Lansdown’)? 
How could someone work at GHI 
under a pseudonym? Doesn’t 
federal law require a government- 
issued photo ID from new hires? 
A history of pseudonyms over 
the years is little consolation. A 
competent background check us- 
ing her legal name ought to have 
precluded this whole affair. 

Upon seeking employment 
with GHI, the suspect is said to 
have altered her work history to 
exclude past employers or states 
aware of her skulduggery (or vic- 
tims of it). If so, why did those 
alterations escape verification by 
GHI? Aren’t the precise periods 
of past jobs confirmed? 


Third, while insurance may 
replace a portion of the stolen 
funds, the money will not likely 
be “recovered.” Unless the thief 
is arrested and convicted for 
this offense, is ordered to make 
restitution and then makes it, 
the money will not be returned. 
Since online records from Vir- 
ginia indicate Deanna Marie 
Lansdown has yet to pay back a 
dollar of the more than $160,000 
ordered by a court in November 
2008 (three months before com- 
ing to work at GHI), it seems 
restitution in our case is a thin 
hope at best. Perhaps the insur- 
ance company won’t balk at par- 
tial reimbursement, though. 

Did GHI not run a credit his- 
tory on the person being hired as 
payroll manager? One expects it 
alone would have flagged such a 
staggering obligation and check- 
ered history. 

Fourth, online court records 
show the suspect was arrested 
in Maryland in June 2009, re- 
leased on bond in July, arrested 
again (for theft from GHI?) and 
released again in December and 
is now facing another warrant 
after the findings of a grand jury 
here. Is she still in Virginia 
custody as was reported in the 
Gazette? What’s the status of 
any extradition request? Ques- 
tions remain. Can we get some 
reporting, please? 

It’s clear to many that the of- 
fender was a polished grifter with 
a significant criminal history. 
And any employer might be ap- 
proached by such an unprincipled 
person. What remains sadly in 
doubt is whether her hiring and 
her thievery were made easier, in 
significant part, because of very 
lax screening and oversight by 
GHI in the Finance Department 
and Human Resources. And if

that council’s final decisions and 
approval of the FY11 budget will 
take place at the council meeting 
scheduled for June 7. 

Councilmembers were pre- 
sented their annual Memorial Day 
Poppies by the Greenbelt Ameri- 
can Legion Post 136 Auxiliary 
unit to start its annual fundraising 
campaign for programs that ben- 
efit veterans of the U.S. armed 
forces. Making the appeal were 
Auxiliary President Jenney Bon- 
ney and past presidents Sandy 
Dutton and Rosita Dietrich. Di- 
etrich’s granddaughter Gabrielle 
was the “Poppy” girl. 

The next presentation was to 
Master Patrol Officer Scott Kai- 
ser, who accepted a proclamation 
from the mayor and council for 
“Click It or Ticket Month,” which 
the Greenbelt Police Department 
conducted in May to increase use 
of seat belts and child safety seat 
and booster use. 

Kaiser said Greenbelt officers 
issued about 200 tickets and es- 
timates that compliance within 
Greenbelt is about 96 percent for 
seat belt use. Other violations of 
vehicle laws are discovered in the 
impromptu stops, he added, help- 
ing in overall public safety. 

In the final presentation, June 
was declared Peace Month in 
Greenbelt. Bertram and Marj 
Donn received the proclamation 
on behalf of the Prince George’s 
Peace and Justice Coalition. 
Events planned include activities 
as part of Greenbelt Day celebra- 
tion, book lectures, interactive 
workshops, film discussions and 
a guided nature walk. 

Business Items 

The first item of business on 
the agenda was council consid- 
eration of the recommendation 
by the Greenbelt Forest Preserve 
Advisory Board (FPAB) that all 
designated forest preserve areas 
be named as “Greenbelt Forest 
Preserve,” allowing for addi- 
tional naming as well. FPAB 
Chair Virginia Mudrock wel- 
comed suggestions residents made 
for naming the forest preserve 
areas but felt that most were not 


completely suitable for all of the 
designated forest preserve areas. 
Davis moved acceptance of the 
recommendation and the motion 
was approved unanimously. 

No formal action was taken 
on an Advisory Planning Board 
report recommending that the 
city contribute $1,000 toward the 
MWCOG-sponsored (Metropolitan 
Washington Council of Govern- 
ments) Street Smart Program that 
aims to reduce pedestrian injuries 
and deaths in the Washington 
Metropolitan Area. Council has 
tentatively decided to support a 
$500 contribution to the COG 
program as part of the proposed 
FY11 budget which will be acted 
on at its June 7 meeting. 

Federal Legalisation 

The final item of business was 
council consideration of support for 
developing federal legislation that 
would amend Section 117 of the 
Clean Water Act to more strictly 
codify the Total Daily Maximum 
Loads (TDML) requirements, dead- 
lines, implementation plans and the 
process for U.S. Environmental 
Protection Agency review and ap- 
provals for the Chesapeake Bay. 
The legislation seeks to ensure 
that the six states of the greater 
bay watershed and the District of 
Columbia develop and implement 
detailed plans to reduce pollution 
sufficiently to achieve bay-wide 
reduction targets for nitrogen, phos- 
phorus and sediment by 2025. 

In discussing a motion by 
Councilmember Leta Mach to 
have staff prepare a letter of sup- 
port for the bill, Councilmember 
Rodney Roberts suggested that 
the letter should advocate for 
stronger controls for so-called 
non-point sources of pollution 
entering the bay watershed and 
tighter TDML requirements. 
Non-point sources of pollution 
are primarily those from agricul- 
tural or development activities, 
including infrastructure, such as 
the Inter-county Connector now 
under construction. Mach ac- 
cepted Roberts’ suggestions and 
the motion to prepare a letter was 
approved unanimously.

suffered a broken nose. Family 
members describe large amounts 
of blood on the floor when Mang 
was taken into custody.” 

The television station also 
interviewed Lynda Sheppard who 
was reported to have watched the 
confrontation of her son with po- 
lice through a window. She said, 
“He was a very kind soul and 
he wasn’t combative and I don’t 
believe he got the right care. I 
think he was brutalized.” 

According to online case re- 
cords of the Prince George’s 
County District Court in Hyatts- 
ville, Lynda Sheppard appeared at 
a hearing at 12 am. on May 26 
petitioning emergency domestic 
violence restraining orders against 
Michael Mang. The court issued 
a temporary order ordering Mang 
not to abuse or contact the pe- 
titioner, to vacate the house and 
not to enter the residence. Since 
the order was issued ex parte (the 
court only heard from the peti- 
tioner), a hearing at which Mang 
could have contested the order 
was scheduled for May 27. 

The order was then brought to 
the Greenbelt Police for serving 
upon Mang. 

Subsequently the court dis- 
missed the case after the petition- 
er failed to show on May 27 and 
the defendant was deceased.

The total saved is $814,200. 

The above list of reductions 
had been actually $10,000 higher 
but at the final budget workses- 
sion, a majority of council opted 
to restore the city contributions to 
the Volunteer Fire Departments 
of Berwyn Heights and West 
Lanham Hills, who are first- 
emergency responders to parts of 
Greenbelt. 

By the time the proposed bud- 
get was subject to review by 
council in early April, most of 
the heavy lifting needed to cut 
programs and reduce expenses 
had been done. Following nine 
budget worksessions, council 
was able to identify an additional 
$81,900 in potential savings and 
at the final budget worksession 
on May 19, a majority tentatively 
agreed to go along with the man- 
ager’s proposed budget with only 
minor changes, leaving intact his 
recommended 0.4-cent property 
tax increase. 

PRAB Concerns 

Another player in the annual 
review of the manager’s proposed 
budget is the city’s Park & Rec- 
reation Advisory Board (PRAB). 
Because there is a long-stand- 
ing tradition of city support for 
Greenbelt volunteer organizations, 
a relatively small portion of the 
city’s budget is an account for 
“Contributions.” Also because 
most of those organizations in- 
volve youth sports and arts or 
leisure activities, the city relies 
on PRAB to meet with, evaluate 
and recommend to council appro- 
priate funding for the requesting 
organizations. 

For this reason, the manager’s 
proposed budget lists the “re- 
quested” amount for the proposed 
budget for the account, relying on 
PRAB and council to determine 
the levels of funding for each 
group. The requested amount 
this year was $91,600 distributed 
to 12 organizations. 


PRAB met with the groups on 
April 21 and put them through 
their paces. Requesting for the 
first time as a “contribution” 
group was the Greenbelt Farmer’s 
Market, which hoped for a city 
contribution of $3,000. PRAB 
members felt the Farmer’s Mar- 
ket was a valuable addition for 
Greenbelt but essentially be- 
lieve it should be self supporting 
through fees paid by the vendors. 
By a 7 to 1 vote they recom- 
mended no city funding with a 
majority believing the organiza- 
tion is not an activity group. The 
PRAB recommendation was dis- 
cussed at council’s May 19 work- 
session and the request whittled 
down to $1,500, stipulating that 
the Farmer’s Market should not 
be a “contribution group.” The 
$1,500 will be listed in the bud- 
get as a one-time grant. 

Baseball Request 

The Greenbelt Senior Baseball 
organization also had a hard time 
convincing PRAB it was worthy 
of city support. PRAB calculated 
that the Senior Baseball group 
request of $1,000 would work out 
to approximately $200 per Green- 
belt resident senior on the team, 
since only five Greenbelters are 
in the group of 30 players. 

PRAB recommended the city 
eliminate the requested contri- 
bution reasoning that the team 
could find funding elsewhere. 
No games are played in Green- 
belt. At the May 19 council 
meeting council opted to fund the 
group but by $900 rather than the 
requested $1,000. 

The Greenbelt Boys & Girls 
Club, one of the largest requesters 
at $20,000, came under scrutiny 
by both PRAB and council. The 
request was ultimately reduced to 
$18,000. 

Grabbing PRAB’s attention was 
the amount of money slated to be 
used for trophies, awards and 
banquets and the relatively poor 
effort at fundraising by the group. 
PRAB recommended a reduction 
but did not specify an amount. 

At the May 19 worksession 
council agreed to reduce to $500 
the request by the Friends of the 
New Deal Café Arts. 

Council-proposed changes re- 
sulted in a $5,600 reduction in 
the requested contributions, al- 
though that reduction was some- 
what offset by the decision to 
do the one-time grant of $1,500 
to the Farmer’s Market. In the 
final analysis, PRAB and council 
ended up with the contributions 
budget at $ 86,000. 

Unresolved Issues 

An important backdrop to this 
year’s consideration of the budget 
were “unresolved issues” listed 
by McLaughlin in a handout 
distributed at council’s May 19 
worksession. It consisted initially

6. Follow-up on bonds for 
proposed roundabout at Metro 
Access Drive and Cherrywood 

7. Offsite storage for city’s 
archived files/planning documents 
— all departments 

8. Expected WMATA cuts to 
bus service and routes 

9. Evaluation of need for in- 
crease in rental license fees 

10. Need for additional sur- 
veillance cameras 

11. City street light replace- 
ment/LED conversion 

12. Need to upgrade/diversify 
Greenbelt Community Gardens 

13. Rethink/update Recreation 
Camp programs 

14. Greenbelt Lake water 
quality/dredging issues 

15. Identify property for new 
Greenbelt Fire Station 

Perhaps the length of this list 
prompted Councilmembers Leta 
Mach and Emmett Jordan to 
invoke concerns at the May 19 
meeting that the manager’s pro- 
posed 0.4-cent increase in the tax 
rate should be supported because 
the pressure and strain on city 
finances may continue beyond the 
FY11 budget. 

Council will consider and act on 
the budget at its June 7 meeting.

Stories of Elders Is Theme 
For Creative Kids Camp 


A song in this summer’s Cre- 
ative Kids Camp (CKC) show 
calls New York City the city of 
tomorrow but memories of yester- 
day are the theme of the show.

different generations. “There’s 
simply nothing better than seeing 
the delight in children’s faces 
mirrored in the faces of seniors, 
as they sing a song together that 
was popular when the seniors 
were young,” said Cherry. 

Financial assistance is avail- 
able for Greenbelt residents to 
help defray tuition costs for sum- 
mer camps and classes. “We 
never want cost to be a barrier 
to participation in Recreation De- 
partment programs,” Cherry said. 
“Council has allocated funds for 
scholarships and camp staffers 
raise additional scholarship funds 
by putting on the annual Scholar- 
ship Show during the summer.” 
Any resident who has hesitated 
about registering for camp due 
to finances should call the Recre- 
ation Department at 301-397-2200 
to obtain a scholarship form, he 
added.

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Responsibility Is in Doubt 
About Greenbrook Lake

The Greenbelt City Council 
spent a full hour of its three-hour 
worksession at the Community 
Center on May 26 discussing the 
financial and jurisdictional issues 
pertaining to Greenbrook Lake. 
All seven councilmembers were 
present. 

Armed with maps, charts and 
an informative flier, Park and 
Planning Community Develop- 
ment Director Celia W. Craze 
clarified the often murky deal- 
ings between Greenbelt and a 
host of state and county agen- 
cles pertaining to the 1.3-acre 
pond adjacent to Greenbrook 
Village. 

In 1998 as part of the con- 
struction agreement, Greenbelt 
was required to enter into a 
maintenance agreement with the 
Prince George’s County Depart- 
ment of Environmental Resourc- 
es setting forth responsibilities 
for maintenance of the pond. 

As yet “we have no record of 
the agreement,” said City Man- 
ager Michael P. McLaughlin. 

There is “no clear jurisdiction- 
al authority,” said Councilmember 
Edward Putens. 

McLaughlin suggested that “we 
need discussion and direction” in 
ascertaining the respective re-

Statement on Embezzlement 


The following information was 
prepared by Greenbelt Homes 
and read to the membership at 
the annual meeting on May 19 by 
President Suzette Agans. 

January, 2009, GHI hired a 
new accounting manager. The 
pre-employment screening was 
conducted according to GHI’s 
standard procedures: reference 
checks with previous employers; 
background check of MD and 
state of residency; drug screen- 
ing. 

June 15, the employee did not 
come to work and did not contact 
GHI as required by company pol- 
icy. After 3 days of an unexcused 
absence, she was terminated for 
violation of GHI’s Standards of 
Attendance. Several actions were 
taken: 

e Director of Finance discov- 
ered missing cash. 

e The Greenbelt police were 
notified and a report was filed. 

e GHI’s insurance carrier was 
notified and a report was filed. 

e A Private Investigator was 
hired to search for the person. 

e A forensic audit was con- 
ducted to determine the extent of 
the theft. 

e The Board of Directors and 
Audit Committee were notified. 

During the time of the in- 
vestigation, the matter was kept 
confidential until the fact-finding 
was complete. Only the Board 
and key staff were informed. 

Further investigation by the 
Director of Finance revealed 
unauthorized payroll transactions 
which were verified during the 
forensic audit. The total loss 
amounts to $35,943 taken from 
cash and payroll transactions. 
The employee had oversight for 
responsibilities of payroll, was 
responsible for performing bank 
reconciliations and completing 
journal entries. She manipulated 
the information to conceal the 
theft. It was discovered that the 
reason she did not appear at work 
was due to her arrest for a crime 
committed in another state. The 
crime did not show up in our 
background check, nor was it 
revealed in our reference checks

with previous employers. 

GHI carries employee dis- 
honesty insurance or a fidelity 
bond in the amount of 3 million 
dollars and covers all GHI em- 
ployees, board members/officers, 
or anyone handling the co-op’s 
funds. A $5,000 deductible ap- 
plied to this policy. A claim 
has been submitted to Travelers 
and is in progress for GHI to 
be reimbursed for the loss, less 
the deductible, and also pays 
for the forensic audit that was 
conducted. 

The Greenbelt Police have 
been working with law enforce- 
ment officials in Virginia where 
the former employee is standing 
trial for a similar offense commit- 
ted in that state. She was arrested 
in April on a District Court war- 
rant and indicted by the Grand 
Jury, then recharged in Circuit 
Court, but the process leading to 
trial is rather complicated. It is 
expected that she will be extra- 
dited to MD where she will be 
tried for her crime here at GHI. 

Safeguards taken: 

e NO cash is received over 
$25 

e Cash received is deposited 
immediately by a signer on the 
GFCU account. 

e All safe combinations have 
been changed. 

e Payroll company has been 
changed and enhanced reporting 
function established. 

e Only Director of Finance 
and Bookkeeper have access to 
payroll functions. 

e All payments (checks, mon- 
ey orders,) brought to the office 
by an individual require a receipt 
to be given and the transition is 
logged. 

e Payments left in night drop 
box are logged. 

e Director of Finance peri- 
odically reviews receipt book, 
logs, and transaction report for 
discrepancies. 

e Based upon this event, 
we have made even more strin- 
gent changes in our pre-employ- 
ment screening. A nationwide 
background check is now being 
done.
